After spending an

night in their balloon, at one time 
being forced to anchor to a tree on 
account of a storm, Dr. J ulian 
P. 
Thomas and Charles Levee 
landed 
Tuesday morning near South 
New 
Berlin, not far 
from 
Binghampton, 
having covered a distance 
of 
350 
miles, says a New York dispatch. Dr. 
Thomas pronounces the trip a suc­ 
cess and says it was possible for 
them to have gone much farther. 
During the night a severe rain and 
electrical storm added much to the 
discomfort of the aeronauts and for 
a time it was necessary for them to 
anchor the balloon to a tree, later re­ 
suming the journey. 
The distance covered by the balloon 
is practically 350 miles and at times 
an altitude of 8,000 feet was attain­ 
ed. Dr. Thomas and Levee after land­ 
ing hired a farmer to drive them to 
South New Berlin, where the balloon 
and baggage were shipped to New 
York. 
Dr. Thomas and his assistant 
left later for New York. 
Thomas on his return home gave 
the following account of the aerial 
voyage: 
“ We started Iasi Mght from 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth street 
and went west over the river in 
fine breeze and a fairly clear atmos­ 
phere. 
In the region of Little Falls, 
X. J ., we came down to within 200 
feet of earth to get our bearings and 
called to several persons to telephone 
my home that we were safe up to that

1; will b e remarked b y anyb ody, says 
the Kansas City Star, that in the 
last chapter of “The Tale of Two Cit- 
i€ s ” Dickens describ es the procession 
ol human-leaden tumb rils to the guii- 
loiliie. In one of them Is Sidney Car­ 
ton, the hero. 
In a garden ov erlook­ 
ing the hideous machine is a group of 
« dd women knitting. As the heads fall 
in the b asket one after another the 
women knit stealthily and count them 
out loud. 
The paragraph describ ing 
the last moments of Sidney CarLin 
reads thus: 
“The murmuring of many v oices, 
the upturning of many faces, 
tha 
pressing on of many footsteps in the 
outskirts of the crowd, so that it 
swells forward in a mass, like one 
great heav e of water, all flashes away. 
Twenty-three!”

close attentiv i to other details of cul­ 
ture. 
The experiments In Essex last year

raised in sugar 
producing countries.

the first thing to b e Inv estigated, the 
committee says “it does 
not 
follow 
that ev en when this is estab lished b e­ 
yond any possib ility of doub t the un­ 
dertaking is one that would necessar­ 
ily b e a commercial 
success.

b usiness side of the question—the cost 
of production, the cost of working a 
factory and a host of similar points— 
needs careful and experienced consid­ 
eration.”
